Neobesseya missouriensis hardy cactus with 
strawberry-shaped attractive greenish yellow flowers 
and red fruits. Under garden conditions the other 
species this genus appear the same. 

Neolloydia beguinii var. senilis striking indi- 
vidual with violet pink flowers which blooms several 
times during the summer. The black tipped, long 
white spines completely hide the plant, but they are 
not very strong. appears easier grown than 
texensis and certainly much more attractive. 
horripila has less numerous but stronger spines. The 
flowers are red and white. 


Neoporteria nigricans grows slowly its own 
roots and seems better when grafted onto sturdier 


stock. from Chile and has not bloomed yet 
this garden. 


Notocacti are all small except Notocactus lening- 
hausii, Their home Central America. apricus 
blooms freely with yellow flowers and needs plenty 
water during that time summer. 
from Brazil creamy spines and long lasting 
orange-red flowers. requires part shade and the 
only one the genus with other than yellow flowers. 

Notocactus leninghausii, also from Brazil, the 
largest the genus, often reaching inches 
height. cactus which may fool the beginner 
for the soft yellow spines which cover the plant are 
perfectly harmless when handled with the bare hands. 
Some shade beneficial for this cactus. scopa has 
white spines tipped with red and has canary-yellow 
flowers. requires full sun and plenty water dur- 
ing the growing season. These two plants are really 
the cream the genus. 

Nyctocereus serpentinus grows quite tall and 
suitable for corner for training against wall. 
The white flowers are not large attractive 
many other Cerei. 


The genus has the largest population 
all genera. The species grow from Patagonia 
Canada. Some are very hardy while others are strictly 
tropical. They vary size from small large though 
none reach the immense stature Cerei. have thirty- 
five species good health and few more which 
have not been classified. 


First take the sub-genus, CyLINDROPUNTIA: 

Opuntia bigelovii Teddy Bear Cactus cannot 
recommended because its dangerous spines. 
better admired the desert hills. clavellina 
another bad one. Its long yellow sheathed spines,

Adromischus festivus Smith 


For many years there has been cultivation 
Adromischus which had been thought 
Adromischus Cooperi (Bak.) Berger, however, 
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(Bak.) Berger entirely different plant and 
the present time seems known only 
from fig. under the name 
Cooperi Saunders Refugium Botanicum 
(1869) 72. 

The plant which has been mistakenly known 
all these years under this name has now been 
named Adromischus festivus, Smith 
Bothalia III (1939) 633, fig. The mistaken 
identity the plant seems have been uni- 
versal.

MAMMILLARIA CULTURE

time than could devote its exploration. 
short trip off the road Bahia San Carlos, re- 
sulted the collection the little known 
Mammillaria Johnstonii and other species 
cacti. 

Southward over roads unbelievable rough- 
ness through the Yaqui Indian country where 
forts, five-mile intervals, suggested the Indian 
massacres very recent occurrence and spurred 
get through this district before night- 
fall. 

Through Cuidad Obregon and Navajoa, where 
left the main road and headed for Alamos 
the mountains. Alamos enough off the 
beaten tourist path retain its charm. The old 
churches and casas remain they have been for 
many generations and the cobbled, hilly streets 
are narrow and hard automobiles, but ideal 
for burros. 

Here began our botanizing and the trail 
plants led over narrow dirt road through 
the mountains with occasional native Indian 
villages where naked children stared the first 
trailer pass that way. Tall, flowering trees 
brightened the forbidding canyon walls. The 
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tall, heavily armed kapok tree showered mat- 
tress material us, and wild flowers pro- 
fusion gave proof recent rains. 

Forty-five miles back Alamos, Rancho 
Guirocoba (buzzard’s head) found family 
Americans who had lived for many years 
beautiful valley where they grew peanuts, cotton, 
and corn until most the arable acres were 
confiscated the government under the Agrar- 
ian Act, and distributed five acre tracts 
Mexican families. The two McCarthy boys and 
their two sisters welcomed with open arms, 
and arranged board with them while 
explored the vicinity. 

The ranch house was rambling building 
adobe the Mexican style but the hospitality 
was pure Iowan. Tia Anita and Tia Margarita 
began mothering the two boys who accompanied 
me, and several kinds cake and pie appeared 
each meal with the result that one the boys 
began run temperature. This was serious 
country devoid doctors, but Clay Mont- 
gomery from Guirocoba village, was called and 
his treatment was rough but effective. 


Clay Montgomery son the one married 
member the McCarthy family and lives 
the adjoining village with his charming Mexican 
wife and splendid family. has stock 
merchandise for sale the villagers 
great skill medicine had earned him posi- 
tion chief the Indians. His the largest 
house the village. oval shape and con- 
structed upright poles set the ground, over 
which walls are woven boughs. The ridge 
poles are saplings stripped their bark and 
thatched with palm fronds. The floor hard 
packed adobe kept spotlessly clean. This type 
construction shows African influence, possi- 
bly brought from there the slaves imported 
the Spanish conquistadores. have observed 
similar huts Haiti, but nowhere else Mexi- 
co. 
The third night our stay, fiesta started 
the village and music and dancing were con- 
tinuous for two days and nights. Special dishes, 
including delicious enchiladas, tortillas, cakes 
and coffee were served frequent intervals. 
suspect that supply the forbidden tequila, 
liquid dynamite distilled from the juice the 
Century Plant, was also available, least the 
truck driver became too intoxicated 
drive for several days and one com- 
panions volunteered drive the truck. for Senor 
McCarthy visit his mine Sinaloa. 

Guirocoba collected remarkable cactus 
called the natives Viejo,” “Old 
Man Cactus” because bore dense, silky hairs

The huge, tree-like Lemaireocereus montanus 
was here associated with the smaller growing 
Lemaireocereus Thurberi and the yellow fruits 
the first are regarded equal esteem with the 
red fruits the latter table delicacies the 
natives. Beautiful melon-shaped Ferocactus 
alamosanus here assumed short-spined form; 
the few, golden spines allowing the globose, 
green body clearly visible. 

Echinocereus subinermis and new species 
later called Echinocereus stoloniferus shared the 
rocky places with large clusters Mammillaria 
sonorensis and smaller clusters Mammillaria 
guirocobensis. 

train the great Barranca del Cobre the High 
Sierras between Sonora and Chihuahua, mag- 
nificent spectacle that said excel size and 
scenery our own Grand Canyon. has been 
viewed but few white men, and only lack 
time and the even more essential money, pre- 
vented from making the trip. 

Several years later George Lindsay and Dr.

tumes were made cheaper material they were 
freshly washed and ironed. 

five o’clock sailed from Cuidad Trojillo 
but privately resolved that would return for 
longer stay that delightful city. 

The following morning found entering 
Salmona Bay the east coast the island and 
eight o’clock were anchored off Sanchez, 
shipping point for coffee and cocoa.

The following morning docked Puerto 
Plata the north coast where was met 
Capt. Hurst and escorted his beautiful home 
the hill back the town. 

Puerto Plata lies near the site the first land- 
ing Columbus and the ruins his first city, 
Isabella, just few miles the coast. With 
population over ten thousand and the 
terminus the Ferocarril Central Dominicana, 
one the two railways the Republic, Puerto 
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Plata placid but very interesting. 

Capt. Hurst, who Administrator Docks, 
finds time collect both orchids and cacti and 
has also number interesting, hybrid hibiscus 
his own developing, also collection 
butterflies, tropical fish, shells and stamps. 

Don Bubu, former governor the Province 
Puerto Plata has large collection Palms 
which constantly increasing. Senor Luis 
Ariza Julia collects cactus and orchids and 
very earnest student both families. de- 
voted much his valuable time assisting 
with his vast knowledge the country and the 
cacti. 

Since Puerto Plata within the section 
heavy rainfall, not the cactus district. 
many sections around the city, well the 
tropical forests near Susoa the coast, 
found Hylocereus, Rhipsalis cassutha, Seleni- 
cereus, and Opuntia Dillenii. 

Hylocereus trigonus this vicinity either 
sprawls over rocks inhabits the highest points 
big trees and there are usually ground 
roots the plants. Other specimens collected 
here are possibly referable 

Rhipsalis found epiphyte the big 
trees where they attain great size. 

Remarkable indeed Opuntia Dillenii, 
genus usually associate with poor ground and 
arid regions, growing lustily the very edge 
the Atlantic Ocean with tropical plants and 
vines around and over them, district over 
one hundred inches rainfall. 

Behind the town, the mountain Isabella del 
Torres rears its two thousand feet almost 
perpendicular wall, effectively stopping rain 
clouds. Beyond the mountain there little rain 
and consequently the cactus region. 


The city Monte Christi the coast west 
Puerto Plata, and back the mountain range, 
the center the northern cactus district which 
crosses the island from north south the city 
Barahona. Here thickets thorny shrubs 
Perkinsonia aculeata ate 
cereus polygonus, monoclonos and another 
one that believe undescribed, 
cactus Lemairei, Hylocereus trigonus, Na- 
poleonis, antiguensis, triangularis, Seleni- 
cereus urbanianus, Boeckmannii, Knuth- 
ianus, Lemaireocereus hystrix, Harrisia Nashii, 
the recently described Opuntia 
Dillenii, antillana, Taylori, Ekmannii, 
Consolea moniliformis, falcata, and 
aulis, Euphorbia lactea which not indigenous 
but rather escape, and several Pedilanthus 
species. 

stopped the Hotel Noreste Monte Christi 
and called the Civil Governor, General Ant. 
Peguero, who was most courteous gentleman 


and gave his sanction for our work. the hotel 
had most comfortable room which had two 
beds, neither which had mattresses, and 
meals were all that could desired both from 
the standpoint quantity and quality, un- 
believably low cost. 

Plants collected here were shipped truck 
and rail Puerto Plata and there prepared for 
their long journey the United States, Den- 
mark, and other points. 

Prior collecting, contacted through 
Capt. Hurst, the Agricultural Inspector the 
district, Senor Luis who expressed will- 
ingness assist and who accompanied 
trip auto the capital, Cuidad Trujillo, 
call the Secretary State for Agriculture, 
Lic. Manuel Lora. 

Senor Lora was most cordial and when ap- 


praised the object visit said that the 


government was anxious foster scientific work 
within the Republic and gave letter 
addressed all civil and military authorities 
asking their cooperation. 

stopped the Hotel Colon, just across 
the plaza from the cathedral and under Senor 
Berrera’s guidance auto was engaged and the 
city and its surroundings visited. especial 
interest was the new and beautiful Avenida 
George Washington with the Carribean Sea 
one side and many beautiful modern resi- 
dences the other side. 


From Cuidad Trujillo went German 
freighter Jamaica stopping for three weeks 
Kingston, the capital, which located the 
heart the cactus district the island. Here 
Hope Botanical Gardens fre- 
quently mentioned Britton and Rose 
and found excellent collection 
species cactus and other succulent 
plants. The Department Agriculture Ja- 
maica has its headquarters here and they extend- 
tions. 

One the most impressive sights the Hope 
Gardens huge mahogany tree which 
Selenicereus grandiflorus established 
without ground connections. The attendant 
that they estimated the total weight the 
plant over two tons. Hope Gardens are 
famous for the outstanding collection Orchids 
both native and exotic housed series 
glasshouses and lath shelters. 

the dry section between the present city 
Kingston and the ruins the old Pirate city 
Port Royal, Schwartzii abounds 
well Melocactus communis, Consolea spino- 
sissima, Harrisia gracilis, the most robust the 
Harrisias, Lemaireocereus hystrix, Hylocereus 
triangularis, and several low growing Opuntias 
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and several Agaves. 

From Jamaica went Haiti, the west end 
the island Hispanola, landing Mira- 
guave, Port Prince, Petitguave, Gonaives, and 
Cape Hatian, collecting each port but found 
little that had not seen the Dominican Re- 
public. 

Plants from these various ecological expedi- 
tions are now found many the numer- 
ous public and private cactus collections both 
here and England, Denmark, and Australia. 


Notable among the American public collec- 
tions are: the fifteen acre plantings the Hunt- 
ington Botanical Gardens San Marino, Cali- 
fornia, possibly the finest well the largest 
planting cactus the the cactus green- 
houses Garfield Park, Chicago; Eden Park, 
Cincinnati; the Brooklyn Botanical Garden and 
the New York Botanical Garden, both New 
York, Missouri Botanical Garden, and numerous 
smaller collections parks throughout the coun- 
try, usually sponsored local cactus clubs. 


Account the Discovery 


Schlumbergera Russelliana 


CACTUS JOURNAL: 


your Journal readers. seldom one runs across 
such real and vivid first hand account the. dis- 
covery plant with many interesting sidelights 
Gardner gives. HARRY JOHNSON, Hynes, Calif. 


The following abstract from the book 
“Travels George Gardner pub- 
lished 1846. This one the most cogently 
interesting books for the plantman published 
the last century. While only deals incidentally 
with cacti yet throws good deal light 
the distribution the family region little 
known even this day—the north eastern 
provinces back the bulge Brazil. The en- 
suing report the Organ Mts., some sixty 
miles north Rio Janeiro and far south 
the region which the main part the book 
devoted. 

Starting from fazenda (farm) May 6th, 
1837, from elevation about three thous- 
and feet they cut their way through forest 
giant bamboos with culms six inches diameter 
and one hundred feet height. The 
ground beneath was covered with underbrush. 
Near the entrance the wood they passed 
large balsam tree (Copaifera). The route lay 
parallel small stream along the banks 
which grew some very large trees among which 
were Laurus and species Pleroma. The under- 
shrubs belonged Melastomaceae, tropical 
family which our beautiful purple flowered 
garden Pleroma belongs), Myrtaceae (Myrtles, 
Eugenia), Rubiaceae (to which coffee belongs) 
and shrubby species Begonia. other places 
elegant species tree ferns abounded, their 
stems covered with air-plants bearing beautiful 
flowers, and delicate, epiphytic ferns, Pretty her- 


baceous ferns and handsome flowered Begonias 
were trodden down every step. The trunks 
the large trees were covered with Bromeliads, 
Orchids, Ferns and climbing species Be- 
gonia. Occasionally large plant Cactus 
truncatus (now Zygocactus truncatus Xmas 
Cactus) was seen, hanging from rocks 
from the trunk some large tree, covered with 
hundreds beautiful pink blossoms. cross- 
ing hill about five hundred feet high, which 
rose from the valley floor they found the 
literally covered with various kinds Orchids 
most all which were also found lower ele- 
vations with the exception Sophronitis grandi- 
flora then flower (Orchid hybridizers have 
since used the brilliant scarlet orange flowers 
many bigeneric hybrids). was here they 
found for the first time ciliosa, 
fine shrub producing large corymbs lemon- 
colored flowers and belonging the Violet 
Family (now put Ochnaceae with our garden 
Ochna multiflora from Africa). Here they also 
found two bamboos with stems scarcely half 
inch diameter but fifteen feet tall, the getting 
through which was the most difficult part 
the days journey. 

Beside small stream estimated eleva- 
tion four thousand five hundred feet they 
decided stay the night. While dinner was 
being prepared the author took walk the 
stream. The vegetation here was different from 
that the valley below. The first plant 
attract attention was what imagined 
Cereus truncatus full flower hanging from 
the underside the trunk large tree that 
was bent over the stream. getting possession 
it, proved new and perhaps still 
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more beautiful species. named Cereus 
Russelliana) 
honor His Grace the Duke Bedford, one 
the most liberal supporters his Brazilian 
collecting trips. was introduced shortly there- 
after the hot-houses England (1837). 

Growing near found fine dark red 
Amaryllis (Hippeastrum). Along the stream 
were trees—their branches festooned with the 
trailing wands Fuchsias loaded with splendid 
crimson flowers. Near falls were bushes 
large flowered Pleromas, red blossomed Ester- 
hazya (Snapdragon Family) and new, fra- 
grant, thick leaved Clusia (related St. John’s 
wort) with large white flowers. Beneath these 
Amaryllis, Eryngium (species which 
under name Sea Holly grow our perennial 
and many species ferns and Tillan- 
dsias. Above the falls was considerable area 
destitute trees—nothing but bare portions 
rock (granite) with occasional masses low 
shrubs and herbs. Among the Orchids found 
here was the beautiful Zygopetalum Mackayi 
(becoming increasingly common the gardens 
about Los Angeles) and the fragrant 

arose next morning the temperature 
stood 46°. From this camp the slopes rose 
precipitously the peaks. Crawling the 
stream bed after half hour they came 
comparatively flat wood spot. Here, moist 
spots, collected Eriocaulon, small Sun 
Dew (insectivorous plants found our south- 
ern swamps) and new genus belonging the 
Gentian family. Among these also grew the 
curious Burmannia bicolor. (These are mostly 
saprophytes.) passing through 
this wood saw plenty his new cactus (S. 
Russelliana) growing the stems the larger 
trees while the rocks were covered with Gesner- 
iads and many different Orchids. 

Above here were rocky slopes with thickets 
Pineapple—like Tillandsias and 
shrubby Salvia Benthamiana (not yet 
cultivation) also the rare and curious inflated 
purple calyxes Prepusa connata Gardn. be- 
longing the Gentians. Many tapir paths went 
through the forests making the ascent much 
easier. Leaving the wood they found bog 
elevation six thousand feet which were 
alpine-like shrubs common North American 
mountains Vaccinium (cranberry) and Andro- 
meda (Heath). From ridge few hundred 
feet below the peak darkness forced them 
return. 

week later returned the camps ob- 
tain additional specimens the many new 
plants found. the following days made 
excursions various directions and during these 


trips collected plenty Schlumbergera Russel- 
liana. The author here makes interesting 
observation, corroborated any observant col- 
lector, that related species the same group 
may inhabit the same region, but separated 
climatic elevational differences. During 
the many times passed through the woods 
always found Zygocactus truncatus confined 
dense virgin forests below four thousand, five 
hundred feet, while above nearly the summit 
the mountains Schlumbergera Russelliana 
alone was seen enjoying more open and cooler 
region. 

the fazenda the climate was much cooler 
than Rio. The winter months May and 
June corresponding our November and De- 
cember sometimes saw the thermometer low 
32°. The lowest observed was the 
26th May 8:00 M., when fell 39°. 
The highest temperature during his six months 
the Organ Mts. was the 23rd February 
(August here) when the mercury stood 84° 
noon. The hot season also the season 
rains and violent thunder storms occur almost 
daily during January and February. They come 
with great regularity about 4:00 and 
passing leave delightfully cool evening. 

The Organ Mountains are one the world’s 
richest botanical regions, considering their area, 
and many fine greenhouse plants have come from 
there (Gloxinia, etc.).

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These notes were written sunny Florida where 
have been studying the extensive bromel collection 
Racine and Mulford Foster their Orlando 
Orlando, February, was riot color— 
gorgeous azaleas shades purple, rose, pink and 
white were blooming profusely every yard. The 
rampant woody Pyrostegia vine covered walls with 
veritable blankets flame colored blossoms and the 
fragrant Gelsemium Carolina Jasmine twined its 
slender stems around sign-posts and tree trunks be- 
decking these with small clusters bright yellow 
flowers. sure tnere were many beautiful Bau- 
hinia trees with orchid blossoms and many more con- 
spicuous semi-tropic bloomers evidence everywhere. 
Tall majestic trees, lining the streets, were gay with 
festoons the curious Spanish Moss. 

The Foster garden has increased tremendously since 
last visit 1940. The grounds now cover roughly 
quarter typical city block. Three new green- 
houses have been erected, several lath-houses estab- 
lished and the nursery extended. The old greenhouse 
cactus, about which wrote Florida Adven- 
ture story the December, 1941, JOURNAL, 
now used more less storehouse. Only one 
“old man cactus” remains, with several large spurges 
keep company. the benches are still kept 
number nice fan and other crests 
with assortment typical succulents. But there 
still the outdoor cactus garden—composed huge 
century plants, branched torch cacti, bushy Opuntias, 
squat barrel cacti, vicious Spanish daggers, carpeting 
mesembryanthemums, and odd 
All the Opuntias were laden with purple prickly pears 
and those that fell the ground had sprouted and 
were forming new plants. The cactus garden was par- 
ticularily showy account the many kalanchoids 
that were bloom. One the most outstanding was 
Bryophyllum tubiflorum with heavy terminal clusters 
large bell-shaped, jasper red flowers while close 
second was the attractive grayish lavender leaved 
Fedtschenkoi. Its flowers are similar the former 
although they are smaller and perhaps shade lighter. 
Still another showy member was unidentified species 
with candelabriform flowerstalks upon which hung 
pretty reddish Chinese lanterns profusion. the 
true Kalanchoes two were very exquisite say the 
least. Kalanchoe flammea all that its specific name 
implies, with erect flowers brilliant scarlet-red while 
velutina equally attractive but with different 
shade. Both were tastefully distributed most the 
beds. Several Aloes, particularly the striata hybrids, 
were resplendent with goregous bloom and there were 
other succulents endeavoring put brilliant dis- 
play. 

The Fosters, from the very beginning, were inter- 
ested cacti and made their first trip into Mexico for 
the express purpose collecting these plants their 
wild haunts. They were fascinated the spiny dwel- 
lers and also attracted the curious Tillandsias which 
often grew attached the cactus branches. the 
course time the cacti were relegated second 
position their esteem and the collecting bromels 
became serious part their lives. Two long ex- 
cursions Brazil have netted over new species and

Bryophyllums, and blankets vivid flowers covered 
the prostrate Mesembryanthemums. Yes, indeed, the 
desert gardens Cactus Court Daytona Beach are 
real attraction for cactus-minded visitors. you hap- 
your list. Your hosts, Mr. and Mrs. Rowland, will 
delighted meet you and find them most 
charming couple. 

Rowlands’ main business operating and renting 
apartments for tourists and the cactus hobby side- 
line, but has grown such proportions that thriv- 
ing business cacti and succulents has been estab- 
lished.
